DELHI TRAIN AS 
POLIGE STAND BY 


Authorities Ignore Order 
to Shoot Rioters on 
Sight, Watch Idly as 
Swordsmen Hack Vic- 


tims.

NEW DELHI, Sept. 8 (UP) — 
Bearded Sikhs, wielding three- 
foot swords, attacked the Lahore 
train at the main Delhi station 
today and hacked to death at 
least 50 Moslem men, women and 
children. | 

The Sikhs literally cut the Mos. 
lems to bits white Hindu troops 
and police stood at the scene 
watching idly and making no ef- 
fort to intervene. 

The attack came after the In- 
dian government had announced 
new emergency regulations under 
which anyone caught looting, 
burning or killing would be shot 
on sight. 

But not a move was made by 
the police to halt the attack on 
the Moslems who had jammed the

Shortly after the attack I saw | 
the bodies lying on baggage hand- 
carts in the station or in pools 
of blood in the train’s shattered 
compertments. 

Plea for Mercy Ignored. 

On the train inside the station 
lay the body of a Moslem young- 
ster, his head severed, Next to 
him was an old man, his throat 
ripped open, but still alive. I ap- 
pealed for help for him but a tall 
Sikh merely came up, stared and 
spat in the dying man’s face. 

In a third class compartment 
lay an aged Moslem crouched over 
a bundle of possessions. Next to 
him was his daughter, her sari 
red with her own blood. Her arm 
was half-ripped off. She had 
sought futilely to parry the sharp- 
bladed Sikh sword which had 
plunged deep into her body.

Butter Due to G0 Up Another 2c 
For Total of 6c Since Last Friday 


The retail price of top-grade but- 
ter was expected to rise 2 cents a 
pound tomorrow, following a 2- 
cent rise in the price wholesale 
receivers in St. Louis. paid today. 
This would bring the retail price 
to 95 cents a pound, which would 
be a 6-cent increase since last Fri- 
day. 

The base price, determined 
largely on the Chicago butter 
market, rose from 83 and 84 cents 
a pound to 85 and 86 cents today 
and a spokesman for a St. Louis 
dairy said a jump in retail prices 
usually follows an increase in the 
base price, 


The reason for the rise was 
given as heavy buying in the 
eastern United States, where a 
shortage is said to exist. The 
same rtason was given when the 
rise started last week. 


Along Commission Row, the 
best eggs brought 2 cents a dozen 
more today, bringing the Whole- 
sale price to about 59 cents a 
dozen. Current receipts have been 
largely heated and rotten, a dealer 
said, and eggs of better quality 
are bringing higher prices. 

Good eggs now have increased 
about 10 cents a dozen since last 
wee. The price has increased as 
the hot weather abated and better 
quality eggs came to the market. 
Retail prices run from 10 to 15 
cents above the wholesale. 

Some produce was higher. Car- 
rots sold at wholesale about 75 


cents a crate higher, with prices 


paid being between $6.25 to $7.25 a 
crate. A dealer said the higher 
wholesale price would force re- 
tailers to increase prices 2 or 3 
cents a bunch. Lettuce also was 
up from 25 to 50 cents a crate and 
a dealer predicted it would rise by 
5 cents- a head retail. 

Meanwhile, the record price for 
hogs was equaled at National 
Stockyards on the East side to- 
day when opening sales in the 
moderate run of 7000 head 
brought $30 a hundredweight. The 
record price was established last 
Oct. 15 when Government con- 
trols were lifted, 

A spokesman for Producer's 
Livestock Commission Association 
said buyers making purchases to 
be shipped to other sections of the 
United States were the aggressors 
in the market. Purchases by rep- 
resentatives of the larger packing 
houses were light, he said. 

Hog prices have increased more 
than $2 a hundredweight within 
the last week and now are almost 
double what they were the day be- 
fore controls were lifted last year. 
Top price last Oct. 14, final day 
of control, was 316.20 a hundred- 


weight. 

Cattle, at $32.50 a hundredweight 
for the best grade, were down 
somewhat from the record price 
of $33.50 set last week. Peak cat- 
tle prices following the lifting of 
controls was $33. A large run of 
9500 head may have had some- 
thing to do with today’s lower 


price, it was said.

NEW GOVERNMENT 
IN GREECE OFFERS 
BROAD AMNESTY 


Sophoulis Announces an 
International Commis- 
sion Will Be Asked to 
Supervise It.

ATHENS. Sept. 8 (AP) — The 
new Liberal-Populist coalition gov- 
ernment announced tonight it 
would invite an international com- 
mission to an uncondition- 
al general amnesty to guerrillas 
who surrender quickly. 

Premier Themistokles Sophoulis 
told Parliament that if the rebel- 
lion ig ended the Government also 
will grant an unconditional gen- 
eral amnesty to all political pris- 
oners, tried or untried. Even if 
the rebellion does not end, Sophou- 
lis said, the Government will re- 
examine “without ideological pre- 
udices” the question of prisoners 
deported to island zones. 

The new Government, inaugu- 
rated last night, combines two tra- 
ditionally hostile political parties. 

Tsaldaris Vice Premier. 

Sophoulis, leader of the Liberal 
party, was sworn in at the royal 
palace by Archbishop Damaskinos, 
former Greek regent, shortly after 
Constantin Tsaldaris resigned as 
premier with his short-lived all- 
Populist (royalist) government. 
The latter will serve in the new 
cabinet as Vice Premier and Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. 

Sophoulis served as premier 
from November 1945, until April 
1946. Tsaldaris was sworn in 
Aug. 30, a week after the coali- 
tion government headed by De- 
metrios Maximos, also a Populist, 
fell in a crisis over the program 
for restoring public order.

They said the 
flyer warned them of the plot im- 
mediately and kept playing his 
double game under constant sur- 
veillance by police and Sternist 
agents. 

Gilbert was arrested Saturday 
night, along with Rabbi Baruch 
D. Korff, of New York, who is 
co-chairman of the Political Ac- 
tion Committee for Palestine, and 
Mrs. Judith Rosenberger, Hun- 
garian-born alleged Stern Gang 
member, as they were about to 
climb into a private airplane at 
Toussus le Noble field, near Ver- 
sailles.

They carried two suitcases con- 
taining 10,000 leaflets, warning 
that “we will carry the war to the 
very heart of the Empire,” and ad- 
dressed to “the people of Eng- 
land.”

HAMBURG, Germany, Sept 8 
(AP)—British troops landed today 
1206 of the Exodus 1947 Jews, but 
only after clubbing or flailing 
scores who resisted a loud-speaker 
invitation to step peacefully onto 
German soil. 

Cries of “This is Hitlerism” 
came from the Jews as ‘they 
boarded trains which carried them 


to the Poppendorf detention camp 
near Luebeck for future disposi- 
tion according to nationality. 

The Jews disembarked today 
were from the transport Ocean 
Vigour, one of three ships on 
which Britain returned the refu- 
gees from Palestine after over- 
taking their uncertified immigra- 
tion ship, the Exodus 1947. They 
have been at sea virtually ever 
since they left France for Pales- 
tine July 10. The two remaining 
transports are due to unload to- 
morrow and Wednesday. 

A reporter who witnessed the 
evacuation operation below decks 
estimated that one“ in seven” of 
the Ocean Vigour’s passengers 
had to be removed with some de- 
gree of physical pressure. Cor- 
respondents on the dock agreed 
they had seen at least 50 Jews 
manhandled on the gangplanks, 
with the action against them 
ranging from clubbing to push- 
ing and carrying them bodily. | 

The disembarking began at 6:20 
a.m, For almost three hours there 
was no visible sign of violence 
while refugees moved down the 
gangplank. Bearded men, boys, 
women, and girls came ashore, 
some of them helped by bereted 
soldiers carrying luggage. The 
loudspeaker system played jazz—~ 
“Saturday Night is the Loneliest 
Night in the Week,” and other 
tunes. 

Trouble Below Decks. 

There was some trouble below 
decks, however, and around 9 a.m. 
this became apparent to reporters 
held back at dockside vantage 
points. Recalcitrant men, women 
and children were dragged and 
pushed down the gangplank by 
soldiers wielding clubs and rub- 
ber truncheons, or “smackers.” 

In full view of the correspond- 
ents, troops beat the resisting 
Jews. Many refugees flailed their 
arms and shouted defiance as 
they were dumped on the dock, 
and removed to the Poppendorf 
train. There were cries against 
being forced to come to “this land, 
which is a bloody graveyard of 
millions of Jews.” 

Two reporters permitted by the 
British to go aboard the Ocean 
Vigour said the Jews began dem- 
onstrations when unloading start- 
ed in the second hold, with many 
singing and putting up strong re- 
sistance. Some girls spat at the 
soldiers, and a period of bedlam 
ensued. The troops first tried to 
move the Jews’ leaders by push- 
ing, a London reporter said, but 
then resorted to truncheons.

NEW YORK, Sept. 8 (AP) — 
Seizure of tons of meat being 
brought into the United States by 
airplane and ship passengers from 
food-scarce European countries 
was disclosed today by an official 
‘of the inspection department of 
the Department of Agriculture.

and mouth disease in this country. 

An official estimated the seiz- 
ures amounted to 200 to 300 
pounds daily at LaGuardia airport 
and up to two tons per ship ar- 
riving in the New York port. 

Cole said the meat was brought 
mostly from the Mediterranean 


area by passengers who wished to 
repay persons who sent them food 
during the war. He said many of 
those arriving were under the im- 
pression there was no meat in the 
United States. | 


The meat usually was salami, 
ham and a Zmixture for which 
there is no name,” made on farms 
in Europe, he said. It is not re- 
frigerated in transit, he said. 


Cole said the department 
sprayed the meat to make it in- 
edible and then burned it.

POPE SAYS FOES DISTORTED 
HIS MESSAGE TO TRUMAN 


Tells Throng He Wishes to See All Peoples 
United Reds Accused. Him of 
Backing U. S.

VATICAN CITY, Sept. Pope 
Pius XII protested yesterday that 
his Aug. 26 message to President 
Truman has beén given “distort- 
ed” interpretations by “enemies 
of the Papacy.” , 

The Pope told a Catholic Action 
rally attended by countless th 
sands (250,000 by some estimates) 
that his intention was to support 
peace efforts which would elimi- 
nate international rivalries and 
would “unite all peoples in a 
brotherly embrace.” 

Vatican sources indicated that 
the Pope was upset by Communist 
charges that his letter amounted 
to indorsement of “a war to im- 
pose an American order on the 
world.” 

(The Pope and Truman er- 
changed letters last month in 
which the President urged unity 
of “the moral forces of the world” 
in the preservation of peace and 
the Pope pledged his support.) 

The rally addressed by Pope 

Pius was probably the greatest 
single effort made during his 
eight-year pontificate to turn back 
the advance of Communism in his 
native Italy. Only three or four 
other events during his reign have 
drawn 80 a throng. 
The Pontiff, in an emotional 
half-hour address, told the huge 
gathering that “the time of the 
test is here.” Italy is now on 
the frontier of non-Communist 
Europe and counts at least one- 
third of her people among those 
who are Communist-led. 


Breaks Tradition. 
The rally was the first national 
congress of the Italian Men's 
Catholic Action organizations.

Moslems Seek Safety. 

A touring correspondent saw 50 
Moslem men, women and children 
trudging down Parliament street 
toward the safety of the Moslem 
district. New Delhi is overwhelm- 
ingly Hindu. 

Truckloads of Indian soldiers 
raced up and down the streets to 
break up the fighting and keep 
the separate incidents from mush- 
rooming into a massacre. About 
300 rioters were arrested. 

At the Pakistan capital of Ka- 
rachi, the Government warned cit- 
izens to prepare for sacrifices as 
a result of a food shortage. The 
warning wag seen as a possible 
prelude to the imposition of ra- 
tioning. 

Gandhi Leaves for Punjab. 

Mohandas K. Gandhi left Cal- 
cutta by train for New Delhi on 
his way to the Punjab on a “peace 
mission.” To avoid the crowds he 
entrained at a wayside station 
outside Calcutta. 

Prime Ministers Jawaharlal Neh- 
ru of India and Liaquat Ali Khan 
of Pakistan announced that mem- 
bers of armed groups in the Pun- 
jab will be captured and placed 
in concentration camps. 

They said in a joint announce- 
ment that persons with arms 
would be shot if caught engaging 
in disorders, 

Communal disorders continued 
at Karachi as the exodus of non- 
Moslems continued at a rate of 
2000 a day. Two Sikh shopkeepers 
were killed at Keamari harbor. 
Two other Sikhs were thrown 
from a moving train in the sub- 
urbs of Karachi. 

Some 600 employes of the Do- 
minion Government called on the 
governor general, Mohammed Ali 
Jinnah, to express concern over 
the safety of their relatives in 
New Delhi. 

After leaving Jinnah, the crowd 
attacked a passenger bus and then 
ransacked three small shops. Po- 
lice finally restored order.

VEGETABLES—Canned vegeta- 
bles should be more reasonable 
than last year, Truck crop pro- 
duction was down from last year 
but so were prices. Potato prices 
probably will continue higher than 
last year because of a short crop. 

The department today estab- 
lished a goal of 2,352,400 acres of 
Irish potatoes in 1948, The total 
acreage proposed is slightly small- 
er than the 1947 goal of 2,517,000 
acres—but is somewhat larger 
than the 2,238,700 acres of pota- 
toes actually planted this year.

The department hinted that it 
may be risky to export 400,000,000 
bushels of wheat this year even if 
the corn crop does not deteriorate 
further. 

It said such a program would 
mean a year-end carryover of less 
than 175,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
The carryover, which usually av- 
eraged about 250,000,000 bushels 
before the war, is insurance 
against crop failure next year. 

The estimate of possible wheat 
exports was based on a domestic 
consumption of about 925,000,000 
bushels. This included 325,000,000 
bushels for feed because of the 
desperately short corn crop. 

A report by the Department of 
Commerce disclosed that although 
wheat shipments declined 39 per 
cent the first half of this year, 
their dollar value was down only 
27 per cent. Tobacco exports rose 
only 12 per cent, but dollar value 
jumped 54 per cent. ‘

TRYGVE LIE SAYS. 
FREE EXCHANGE OF 
Fibo 15 NEEDED 


Tells Statistical Congress 
World Understanding 
Is Impossible Without 
Information. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (AP)— 
Trygve Lie said today interna- 
tional understanding is. impos- 
sible without a free exchange of 
facts. 

The United Nations . secretary- 


general was the principal speak- 
er at the opening of the World 
Statistical Congress, one of sev- 
en allied organigations meeting 
here in the first international 
statistical conference since 1938. 

Fifty-five nations are repre- 
sented, but Russia is not. 

Lie made no reference to the 
Soviet Union's failure to take 
part in the sessions but said “the 
task ahead will require the com- 
bined efforts of all countries and 
of all organizations.” 

Diagnosis Before Cure. 

“The free exchange of informa- 
tion on economic and social af- 
fairs among all the countries in 
the world is absolutely necessary 
to economic and social advance 
ment,” he asserted. “We cannot 
cure our troubles unless we know 
in the first place what those 
troubles are. 

“Likewise we cannot achieve 
international understanding, 
which is the basis of advance- 
ment, uniess the peoples of the 
world are given the facts about 
each other.” 

Lie said that “nations are now 
too large, economic affairs are 
now too complicated and too 
highly inter-related for us to rely 
upon the accounts of returned 
travelers for our information on 
economic and social progress.” 

Terming it “shocking to realize 
that no statistics worthy of the 
name exist for probably half of 
the world’s peoples,” Lie added 
that “there is no room for com- 
8 concerning the other 

of the people. 


Field of Vital Statistics. 
Mentioning no nations by name, 
the secretary-general continued: 
“There are possibly 30 countries 
which have reasonably accurate 
statistics on the elemental facts 
of birth and death; only about 25 
countries have attempted to make 
even crude estimates of their na- 
tional income. 

“In many countries no statistics 
are available about education, 
health or sanitation, about the 
amount and utilization of man- 
power or of agricultural ind in- 
dustrial resources, and about the 
host of the other economic and 
social factors which must be 
measured in order to define the 
problems we wish to solve. 
“Even in countries that are con- 
sidered the most advanced we 
often know more about the num- 
ber, condition and progeny of live- 
stock than we know about human 
beings.” 

The World Statistical Congress 
was set up under the sponsorship 
of the U.N. Economic and Social 


uncil, 

‘ From Truman. 
President Truman, in a message 
to the congress read by Secretary 
of Commerce Averell Harriman, 
said: 

“It is my earnest hope that you 
men will find means of binding 
the world together in arrange- 
ments for the collection and free 
exchange of dependable economic 
and social information concerning 
all people.

KAISER SEEKS 
$34 510000 CUT 
N PLANT DEBI 


Asks RFC to Allow for 
Wartime Waste at Fon- 
tana — Previous Plea 
Was Rejected. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (AP)— 
Henry J. Kaiser said today he has 
asked the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation for a $34,510,000 scale- 
down of his debt on his Fontana 
(Calif.) steel plant. He was turned 
down last month when he asked 


for an $85 cut. 
Kaiser, Gract: toast industrial- 


ist, told a news conference that 
he wants to double Fontana’s ca- 
ony and plans te raise 380,000, 
privately to do so if RFC 
agrees to a “revaluation” of the 
plant and a cut in his debt. 

The Fontana plant was built 
during the war with RFC financ- 
ing. RFC’s present loan claims 
total about $105,000,000 of an orig- 
inal $123,305,000. 

Kaiser said another $15,000,000 
will be applied to debt reduction 
by Jan. 1 and proposes that the 
RFC accept $55,400,000 in settle- 
ment of the approximately 390, 
000,000 debt he said will remain 
on that date. 

“The Government's turndown of 
the West on its previous proposal 
for the refinancing of Fontana 
leaves me at present with no al- 
ternative but to charge high prices 
for steel,” Kaiser said in a state- 
ment prepared for his news con- 
ference. 

“It puts me in the position of 
charging high prices to Western 
consumers just to pay the Govern- 
ment a lot of wartime costs for a 
wartime steel plant.” 

Shortage of Steel. 

Declaring that the nation, “and 
particularly the West, is suffering 
acutely from the shortage of steel,” 
Kaiser said it makes mandatory 
the expansion of Fontana. 

Kaiser repeated that the Gov- 
ernment Nad sold its war-built 
Geneva (Utah) steel plant to the 
United States Steel Corp. for “20 
cents on the dollar, but demands 
that Fontana labor on under the 
competitive handicap of 100 cents 
on the dollar.” 

The Government owned Geneva 
outright while Kaiser built Fon- 
tana, borrowing from the Govern- 
ment. But Kaiser termed this dif- 
ference “technical” and asserted 
“the fact is the Government built 
both plants at necessarily wasteful 
wartime cost . to win the 
war.” 

He said he demands “equality 
with United States Steel.“ 

Letter RFC 


to + 

Kaiser made. public a letter to 
RFC in which he said his proposal 
would: 

1. Entail a development for in- 
creasing ingot capacity from 780,- 
000 net tons a year to 1,300,000; 
and increasing capacity for fin- 
ished steel shapes from 565,000 net 
tons to 931,000. 

2. Require four more open 
hearth furnaces and another 
1200-ton blast furnace. 

3. Provide finishing facilities for 
hot and cold rolled sheets and “a 
full complement” of flat products. 

4. Round out the western steel 
production program to include all 
products, including cold rolled 
auto body sheets, except wide 
flanged beams. 

5. Require $70,000,000 for new 
facilities and $10,000,000 for work- 
ing capital. He proposed to raise 
this money privately on first 
mortgage bonds. 

6. Reduce RFC indebtedness by 
$34,510,000—“the amount of exces- 
sive war cost determined by... 
consultants expressly employed by 
RFC to make this appraisal.” 

7. Reduce the debt to RFC to 
$55,400,000 — taking into account 
payments made or due by Jan. 1, 
1948. Kaiser would issue to RFC 
for this remaining debt income 
bonds retired over a 25-year 
period. 

Interest, Principal Payments. 

Kaiser proposed that so long as 
any of the first mortgage bonds 
remained outstanding, the interest 
and principal on the RFC income 
bonds would be payable only out 
of net income remaining after the 


first mortgage debts were met. 


FCC WILL HOLD HEARINGS 
ON RADIO ‘EDITORIALIZING’ 


Seeks to ‘Determine Whether Expression of 
Opinion’ by Stations Is ‘Consistent’ | 
With Public Interest.’

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (AP)— 
The Federal Communications 
Commission announced today it 
will hold hearings here beginning 
Jan. 12 on what the national pol- 
icy should be with respect to “edi- 
torializing” by radio broadcast 
stations. 

a ng announcement said the FCC 
will: 

“1. Determine whether the ex- 
pression of editorial opinions by 
broadcast station licensees on 
matters of public interest and 
controversy is consistent with 
their obligation to operate their 
stations in the public interest. 

“2. Determine the relationship 
between any such editorial ex- 
pression and the affirmative 
obligation of the licensees to in- 
sure that a fair and equal pres- 
entation of all sides of contro- 
versial issues is made over their 
facilities.” 

The commission said it ordered 
the inquiry because of widespread 
discussion in the industry over 
“the. exact meaning” of a 1941 
FCC ruling which said in part: 

“The broadcaster cannot be an 
advocate.” 

It said some radio interests 
hav» expressed belief that broad- 
casting stations should have wider 
freedom of expression than that 
allowed in the 1941 ruling. 

Background of Issue. 

The 1941 ruling was made in 
connection with an application by 
WAAB, operated by the Yankee 
Network at Boston, for a renewal 
of license. 

The commission questioned the 
station's practice of broadcasting 


so-called editorials from time to 


time urging the election of various 
candidates for political office or 
supporting one side or another of 
various questions in public contro- 
versy.” .

A commission statement at that 
time added: 0 

“In these editorials, which were 
delivered by the editor-in-chief of 
the station’s news service, no pre- 
tense was made at objective, im- 
partial reporting. It is clear—in- 
deed the statjon seems to have 
taken pride in the fact—that the 
purpose of these editorials was to 
win public support for some per- 
son or view favored by those in 
control of the station.” 

The WAAB license was renewed 
only after the editorial broadcasts 
were discontinued. 

Statement of Policy. 

The commission, in granting the 
renewal made this policy state- 
ment which has since guided most 
broadcasting operations: | 

“It is clear that with the limita- 
tions in frequencies inherent in 
the nature of radio, the public in- 
terest can never be served by a 
dedication of any broadcast facil- 
ity to the support of his (a li- 
censee’s) own partisan ends. Ra- 
dio can serve as an instrument of 
democracy only when devoted to 
the communication of information 
and the exchange of ideas fairly 
and objectively presented. A truly 
fre radio can not be used to advo- 
cate the causes of the licensee, It 
can -not be used to support, the 
candidacy of his friends. It can 
not be devoted to the support of 
principles he happens to regard 
most favorably. In brief the broad- 
caster can not be an advocate.” 

FCC officials said the inquiry. 
will not concern the so-called 
“equal opportunity” regulations as 
to broadcasts by political candi- 
dates. These require when a sta- 
tion ves or sells time to one 
candidate, the station can not re- 
fuse to make available equal time | 
on the same terms to the original 
speaker’s oppon-~t or opponents.

TAFT SEES NO 
REASON TO CALL 
SPECIAL SESSION 


Says Information on For. 


eign Aid Won't Be 
Ready for Congression- 
al Action Before Jan. 1. 


COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 8 (UP)— 
Santor Taft (Rep.), Ohio, today 
said’ he could see no reason for a 
special session before Congress 
convenes next January. 


The chairman of the powerful 
Senate Republican Policy Commit- 
tee said there was “certainly no 
reason for a special session on 
domestic affairs” and that infor- 
mation on foreign aid would not 
be ready for congressional action 
before Jan. 1. 

He told newsmen at 
ference prior to starting on a 
western tour to determine his 
presidential possibilities that he 
and Congress were not sufficiently 
advised on the oreign situation. 

“It will be Oct. 15 before we 
have a complete report on the 
European conference and the re- 
port of Commerce Secretary W. 
Averell Harriman on the available 
resources of this country,” Taft 
said. “A meeting will then be 
necessary of the Committee on 
Foreign Relie:. I don’t think they 
will be ready to report before 
Jan. 1.” 

He asserted that- the British 
still have “quite a bit of reserves,” 
but naturally would like to know 
what relief to expect from the 
United States. 

“A lot can still be done without 
congressional action,” Taft said. 

He defended the Taft-Hartley 
labor law and said he did not 
believe labor leaders could build 
up a strong case st it. 

He told reporters that before 
Congress meets in January Repub- 
lican leaders would have to make 
up a program giving priority to 
the necessary items. He expects 
a busy session. 

The Republican Congress will 
have to take some action on public 
housing during the coming ses- 
sion, but may accept a modified 
form of the housing bill Which 
failed to pass in the récent ses- 
sion, he said. ’ 

General tax reduction will be 
one of the main items which must 
be considered in the next 
gress, Taft said. Other measures 
ne mentioned as important includ- 
ed health legislation, the British 
loan, reciprocal trade treaties and 
universal military training. 

Taft conferred here today with 
Ohio Republican leaders prior to 
leaving tonight for Chicago and 
the first speech of his tour.

My mother was sitting at one end 
of the divan with her head thrown 
back. The front door was open, 
and the man was gone. 1 tele- 
phoned the police and ran outside 

for help.” . 

To police and reporters, Miss 
McAndrew said her mother “had 
no enemies and I do not know 
who could have done it.” Mrs. 
McAndrew’s husband, a construc- 
tion engineer employed by the 
E. I. du Pont de Nemours Co., 
went to Japan last May to super- 
vise reconstruction work. He was 
notified of his wife’s death, and 
cabled his daughter he would 
leave for St. Louis at once. 
Two of the bullets were recov- 
ered from Mrs. McAndrew’s body 
in an autopsy. Two others w-::'cth 
had passed through her body were 
found in the living room. Four 
discharged cartridges were on the 
floor; near the divan. 
The autopsy performed by Dr. 
Wilson Brown, county health de- 
partment pathologist, showed that 
Mrs. McAndrew died of a bullet 
through the heart. Another chest 
shot pierced a lung and one of 
two bullets fired into the abdomen 
hit the spine. An inquest was set 
for 9:30 a.m. tomorrow at Clay- 
ton.

Saw Man Hide Pistol. 
Recovery of the pistol was 
brought about by Mrs. Edward F.

10:30 p.m., about 15 minutes after 
Mrs. McAndrew was killed. When 
Mrs. Batcheller and her husband 
learned of the murder this morn- 
ing, Batcheller looked in the cul- 
vert, saw the pistol and called 
police, 

Mrs. Batcheller described the 
man, who discarded the pistol, as 
wearing light colored coat and 
trousers and a light colored: felt 
hat. She said she was sitting on 
her porch when the man walked 
east in Monroe avenue and turned 
the corner in front of her home.

Reserve Customers Notified 
Because of Peak Demands 
on Capacity. 


The Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri has notified three of it 
reserve customers, all industria 
plants on the East Side, that pres- 
ent peak demands on the com- 
pany’s generating capacity may 
require that they be cut off the 
company’s lines temporarily, it 
was learned today. 

These reserve customers are on 
an interruptible contract and take 
only the reserve power which the 
company is required to maintain 
at all times, a company spokes- 
man said. Several excess power 
customers at Keokuk, Ia., have 
been cut off daily from 7 a.m. to 
11 p.m, since the middle of last 
month, he said, but this is not 
an unusual proceeding as such 
customers take power only when 
ample water is available to pro- 
duce it. 

The hot weather, with its de- 
mands for power to operate cool- 
ing systems and fans, coupled with 
an unusual postwar expansion of 
the industrial and residential de- 
mand, is responsible for the narrow 
margin between demand and op- 
erating capacity at this time, the 
spokesman said. 

, He emphasized that there would 
Be no curtailment affecting resi- 
dential, commercial or small in- 
dustrial customers and pointed out 
that when the new 80,000-kilowatt 
turbine at the Venice plant. goes 
into operation about the end of 
this year, the present strain on 
generating capacity will be re- 
lieved.

17 KILLED, 70 HURT IN BOAT 
COLLISION OFF RIO DE JANEIRO 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 8 (AP) 
—Seventeen persons or more were 
killed and 70 others injured in 
the collision of a ferryboat and 
a launch in Guanabara bay last 
night. 

The bodies of 17 men, women 
and children were taken to the 
city morgue. Rio de Janeiro's first 
aid hospital said it had treated 55 
of the injured and 15 others had 
been cared for in a hospital at 
Nitheroi across the bay. 

The accident occurred a few 
hours after the United States bat- 
tleship Missouri left the bay with 
President Truman and his family. 
The President is homeward bound 
from a visit to Brazil. 


JOINT JEWISH APPEAL 
$36 MILLION IN DEBT 


Banks and U.S. Government 
Advanced Sum Against Out- 


standing Cash Pledges. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 8 (AP)— 
A debt of $36,000,000 ts owed banks 
and the United States Government 
by agencies of the United Jewish 
Appeal, now in the midst of a 
joint campaign to raise $170-000,- 
000, it was disclosed yesterday at 
the close of the organization’s an- 
nual conference. 

A resolution adopted at the ses- 
sion reported that the agencies— 
United Palestine Appeal, the 
Joint. Distribution Committee and 
United Service for New Ameri- 
cans—were forced o borrow 
against outstanding cash pledges 
because of “slowness in cash col- 
lections.” 

The mon owed the Govern- 
ment, officials of the United Jew- 
ish Appeal said, is for surplus war

materials, including medicine and 
clothing. Cash sums, representing 
“only a fraction of redeemable 
cash pledges,” were advanced by 
the banks against these pledges. 
The resolution said that the 
“joint distribution committee... 
had at the close of business on 
Sept. 3, $141,000 in the bank. It 
had urgent requests for the re- 
mittance of $1,500,000 and owed 
the banks and the United States 
Government some $20,000,000, 


“Similarly, the agencies of the 
United Palestine Appeal, which 
began the current year with a 
very large deficit, have been 
forced to borrow an additional 
$16,000,000 in order to keep their 
curreat operations going,” the 
resolution added. 


U.J.A. officials said it was not 
the body’s policy to borrow 
against uncollected sums but the 
procedure was adopted this year 
because of demands for assistance 
to Jewish refugees abroad that 
could not be met from actual cash

TRAFFIC DEATH RECORD SHOWS | 
NEED FOR BETTER LIGHTING 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 
Need for improved street and 
highway lighting to reduce fatal 
traffic accidents in Missouri 18s 
seen in the fact that 52 per cent 
more such accidents occur in 
hours of poor visibility when traf- 
fic volume is only one-quarter 
that of daylight. Fugures for 
May furnished by the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol show 27 
of 387 dark-hour accidents fatal 
compared with 25 of 479 in day- 
light. 

From these figures it is evident 
that the dark-hour traffic death 
risk is 1% times that of daylight. 
One in every 12.5 dark-hour acci- 
dents is fatal as against one in 
19.1 in daylight. The percentage 
of fatal accidents in dark-hour 
traffic is much higher than in 
daylight, the Street and Traffic 
Safety Lighting Bureau of Cleve- 
land says, because the force of 
impact is much greater. Dangers, 
if visible at all, are seen too late 
for drivers to slow down. As a 


result, the other vehicle, obstacle 
or pedestrian, is struck with prac- 


tically full force.

URGED TO REDUCE 
NUMBER OF DEATHS 


Doctor Tells Association Some 
Operations Are Need- 
less, Unskillful. 
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NEW YORK, Sept. 8 (AP) — Dr. 
Harold L. Foss of Danville, Pa., 


called on the American College of 
Surgeons today to reform surgical 
procedures which he said now re- 
sult in an “inordinately high” 
number of deaths. 

Dr. Foss said: “It is known to 
most of us that in certain hospi- 
tals ill-advised or poorly per- 
formed operative procedures are 
performed. Some operations are 
unnecessarily done, some unskill- 
fully performed, while unneces- 
sary complications follow in the 
wake of inexperienced operators 
when infections too frequently oc- 
cur and surgical mortalities be- 
come inordinately high.” 

Dr. Foss said that hospitals 
where young men train in surgery 
were so unprepared for postwar 
work that for every young doctor 
awarded a chance to learn, hun- 
dreds were turned away 

These castoffs, he oe will go 
on learning surgery in other and 
not so good ways, with the result 
that for a generation to come 
much of America’s surgery will be 
done by men who were not given 
an adequate chance to learn. 

During the meeting surgical op- 


erations will be televised from the 
operating room of the New York 
Hospital to a screen in convention 
headquarters at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel.

The V. F. W. stand on housing 
was in direct opposition to the 
American Legion position voted at 
its recent New Tork convention. 
The legion opposed all Govern- 
ment-sponsored housing. 

The convention today also ap-

The purpose of the law is to 
eliminate the booms and busts 
that have characterized American 
development during the last 100 
years. That means avoidance of. 
extensive unemployment, the pre- 
vention of big chances in the gen- 
eral level of prices, maintenance 
of a steady flow of goods to con- 
sumers. 


So far, the Employment Act has 
not functioned the way Congress 
intended. The Senate-House Joint 
Committee on the Economic Re- 
port did not become a going con- 
cern until well along in the last 
session of Congress. The Joint 
Committee did not get around to 
relating the President's economic 
findings in his January or mid- 
reports to pending legisla- 

on, 


So the real test of the law has 
been postponed until 1948. In 


mits his report, the Joint Com- 
mittee will have to face two ques- 
tions, both of which are charged 
with political dynamite: 

1. Can the members of the

So long as the Employment Act 
deals with abstractions, everyone 
is for it.

But in practice 
there are serious obstacles, not 
only in Congress, but in the e:ecu- 
tive branch of the Government 
itself. For example, the Council 
of Economic Advisers is estab- 
lished as a policy-advisory body. 
It is a research agency, whose job 
is to advise the President, and the 
members of his Cabinet. 

The council is supposed to sub- 
mit an economic program to the 
President, based on its research. 
But members of the Cabinet—the 
heads of the Departments of Com- 
merce, Labor, Interior, Treasury, 
etc.—will be interested in seeing 
that the council’s report does not 
conflict with party commitments 
or with their particular ideas of

The Cry for Food 


Secretary of Agriculture Anderson has grim 
news for a hungry world. The drouth this sum- 
mer has cut American grain production by at 
least 563,000,000 bushels, which is the amount 
the United States exported last year to help feed 
the rest of the world. So Europe and Asia must 
do more to feed themselves. 

This is piling bad news on bad news, been 
even before the drouth burned up the late corn 
erop on the Great Plains, the International Emer- 
gency Food Council estimated the world's end- 
season grain deficit at 333,000,000 bushels. 

Luckily, there are some things Europe can do 
to help itself. One of the factors holding back 
food production in Europe is the lack of farm 
machinery, The United States has been export- 
ing to Europe some farm machinery, all of which 
was badly needed on American farms, but it has 
been only a trickle compared to Europe's needs. 
The upward revision of steel production in the 
Ruhr would enable Europe to build the farm 
machinery it requires. 

A more important key to the revival of food 
production in Western Europe is the restoration 
of German nitrate production. Before Hitler, 
nitrate production in Germany ran to 750,000 
tons a year, and most of it went into the soil. 
Hitler expantied this capacity enormously, but 
he diverted the bulk of it to munitions. 

Our former master plan for Germany, Direc- 
tive 1067, reflecting Morgenthau’s Carthaginian 
ideas, slashed German nitrate production to 250,- 
000 tons a year—although plants capable of pro- 
ducing three times that amount survived Allied 
bombings. While restricting Germany's - own 
production, the United States shipped to Ger- 
many last year $70,000,000 worth of American 
nitrates, which were badly needed on our own 
overworked soil. 

Germany's nitrate production was limited, of 
course, on the theory that this was necessary to 
destroy her power to make war. Yet the plants 
themselves have not been demolished. No legit- 
imate question of restricting German militarism 
is involved anyway, as a 10-minute inspection is 
sufficient to determine whether a nitrate plant 
is turning its production into munitions or fer- 
tilizer. 

Europe can help itself, again, by devising 
means of stimulating the farmer to greater effort. 
The system of quotas and requisitions in effect in 
Germany and France has not proved adequate 
to bring about maximum production, or even to 
force the goods produced onto the legitimate 
market. Far too much of farm products is go- 
ing to the black market, where it is unavailable 
to the people who need it most. 

From all accounts, Russia has done a far bet- 
ter job in her zone of Germany in supplying in- 
centives for agricultural production and in get- 
ting the goods on the market after they are pro- 
duced. 

It would be fine if we could regard the pres- 
ent tragic shortage of food as a temporary evil 
born of war. This is not the fact. The Food 
and Agricultural Organization of the United Na- 
tions reports that “about half the world’s popula- 
tion was seriously undernourished in the years 
before the war, about one-sixth was eating at a 
marginal level, and somewhat less than a third 
was enjoying high-calorie diets.” 

The difference is that now the areas of near- 
starvation have expanded from Asia to include 
Western Europe, which has known comparatively 
little of hunger heretofore. The Western na- 
tions, including the United States, were able to 
view with considerable complacency famines 
which took away millions of men, women and 
children in India and China. But when the Third 
Horseman rides by their own door, their sensi- 
bilities are quickened. 

If the specter of hunger is to be banished, it will 
require the mobilization of all the world knows 
and can find out of agricultural science and of 
scientific production. 
made in food production, the crisis will be solved 
in many parts of the world by the removal of mil- 
lions of human beings by famine.

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City Income Tax —If 

Since the courts denied the power of St. Louis 
‘to tax earnings, city officials have decided to 
ask the Legislature to confer such a power. A 
tax on incomes will obviously be required, and 
other new taxes as well. With the present rev- 
enue sources, the current year’s deficit is esti- 
mated at $4,000,000, and the pay increases rec- 
ommended by the Civil Service Commission will 
load on another $2,500,000. 

The outlook for favorable sneha in the Legis- 
lature is fair or better. The state is rolling in 
revenue. Rural leaders in the Legislature have 
suggested that the state might either reduce its 
income tax rates 50 per cent and empower local 
governments to levy up to the amount of the re- 
duction—or abandon income taxes entirely and 
leave the whole province to local government. 
These proposals deserve sympathetic attention 
soon after the Legislature reconvenes. 

Before such action, however, the Legislature 
should require a major amendment in St. Louis’ 
tax policy. The knocked-out tax charged every- 
one at the same flat rate, regardless of the size 
of his income, and it made no allowance for 
dependents. It violated the principle of abil- 
ity to pay and thus, in effect, fell heaviest on low 
incomes and large families. 

Two excuses of expediency were given. It was 
argued that a tax with graduated rates and de- 
ductions would require approval by the Legis- 
lature, and that it would be more difficult and 
costly to administer than a flat-rate tax. But 
the courts ruled that the Legislature must pro- 
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vide enabling legislation in any event, so the. 


first excuse no longer holds. The second one 
never held—any more than it holds for the grad- 
uated income taxes levied by the state and fed- 
eral governments. 

For St. Louis to adopt another flat-rate tax 
would flout the equitable income tax policy of 
Congress and of the Missouri Legislature. The 
Legislature should make the city honor that pol- 


icy. 
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The Eisenhower . 

With more than 400 delegates pledged to him, 
Gov. Dewey is far out in front as the prof esslon- 
al politicians’ favorite candidate, yet more and 
more Eisenhower talk is being heard. Repre- 
sentative Arends of Illinois, Republican whip of 
the House, is suggesting the possibility of the 
popular General’s nomination. Mr. Arends is 
saying publicly what a good many Republicans 
are saying privately. Last week a charter was 
granted to a “Draft Eisenhower for President 
Leagye” in Washington; its purpose is to organ- 
ize Eisenhower clubs “in every state, city and 
hamlet.”

The farm belt has 
furnished the central phalanx of the Re- 
publican march back to power. The farm 
belt is also the great core of co-operative 
strength. 


Representative Harold Knutson of Min- 
nesota not so long ago couched his lance 
toward the target now eyed by Mr. Ploeser. 
Mr. Knutson hastily turned back. We leave 
further prophecy to the reader. 


Some sectors of business have been 
charging that private firms are threatened 
by the “unfair” competition of a vast tax- 
exempt army of co-operatives tainted with 
monopolistic tendencies, Without at this 
point touching on the merits of the com- 
plex tax question or the place of co-opera- 
tives in the American economy, we submit 
a few facts as pertinent: a 


All co-operative organizations of any kind 
taken together made up but 1.1 per cent of 
the total number of American business 
units in 1944. 

These co-ops did a volume of business 
which accounted for but 6.5 per cent of the 
total spent by United States consumers. We 
doubt that these percentages have changed 
significantly since. 


Only farm co-ops are exempt from in- 
come tax, and but half of these claim their 
exemptions. Otherwise, all co-ops pay the 
same taxes as do other businesses, 


The Seventy-ninth Congress investigated 
the co-ops, and found them “a very success- 
ful means of combating monopoly” and no 
serious danger to other forms of business. 


The co-operative movement involves some 
significant and interesting questions. But 
if the Ploeser inquiry should fade out, 
there is still plenty of time to probe them.

A Month With Napoleon 


ALONE AMONG MEN, by 3 Coryn. (0.

It was the ninth of iss he in 1799 that 
Gen. Napoleon Bonaparte landed in Fran 
after his only partly successful campaigr 
in Egypt. He came unexpectedly; it might 
almost be said that he was a soldier AWO 
from his command. He was at the heigh 
of his popular success, and the five mem 
bers of the Directory, never a strong gov 
ernment, were in a state of consternatior 
“Alone Among Men,” one of Napoleon's d 
scriptions of himself, is the fictionalized ac 
count of the events of that single montt 
in 1799. 

By Nov. 11 Napoleon had become th 
head of a powerful group and, aided chief 
ly by his brother Lucien and former Direc 
tor Sieyes, had overthrown the Directo 
and caused himself to be named First Con 
sul. All this had been accomplished with 
out bloodshed, although there were times 
when clashes between troops allied to op 
posing parties had seemed inevitable. 
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Historically, Majorie Coryn, who has writ 
ten two other novels about Napoleon, doe 
not stray far from the truth. Josephine 
of course, an important character.

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A Landmark in Cancer Research 


As representatives from 44 countries go back 
to their laboratories to continue their work 
toward the conquest of cancer, they know that 
the St. Louis meeting was a landmark in one 
very important respect. | 

The International Cancer Research Commis- 
sion, with Dr, Ignacio Millan of Mexico as the 
first chairman, will provide the means for the 
first time for continuous collection and dissemi- 
nation of cancer research information. This will 
make it possible to correlate experiments. It 
will make it possible to avoid duplicating and 
overlapping work. It will bring together those 
scientists close in work, but continents apart in 
geography. 

St. Louis is proud to have been host to so dis- 
tinguished and valuable a gathering. That it was 
marked by such a notable forward step is cause 
for special gratification. 


If the sailors and soldiers, but especially 
Marines, who thought they'd buttoned up 
the fighting on Guadalcanal, are surprised 


to find the folks down there choosing up 


sides again, they needn’t be. A reasonable 
case can, and will here, be made to support 
the theory that whatever is cooking down 
there now, the Marines started and the 
other branches helped. 

For several hundred years before the 
British took over the Solomons, the natives 
—indelicately but accurately called fuzzy- 
wuzzies—got along all right on a diet of 
fish and coconuts. 

When the British took over and started 
exploiting the islands for copra, they didn’t 
alter this diet materially, but they didn't do 
the cause of international amity any good 
by living, themselves, off beef and mutton 

and occasional starchy vegetables and 
gravy and beer. The wuzzies watched, and 
envied, but still they worked away because 
they stil] didn’t know the taste of anything 
but fish and coconuts. 

Came the Marines in August, 1942, and 
after they had cleaned up, came the Army 
to occupy. In due time the jungle was 
overrun with K and C rations, with their 
neatly packaged samples of tinned meat, 
cheese and chocolate. 


Bighearted fellows, the Americans spread 
these \goodies among the natives with lav- 
ish hand. Alongside fresh bacon and eggs, 
it wasn't mouth-watering; alongside cold 


fish and coconut, it was food for the gods. 
For three long years the natives munched 
this stuff. 

Then the war ended; the British re- 
turned, and except for the handful of 
whites in the Guadalcanal colony the popu- 
lation went back to fish and coconuts. 

Recently a delegation of islanders from 
Malaita visited the British settlement on 
Guadalcanal and brought with them blow- 
guns and spears. They meant business— 
such desperate business that word was 
flashed to Australia that the Malaitans had 
“declared war.” 

We don’t know at the moment how cru- 
cial the situation is within the beleaguered 
British settlement, but we do put consider- 
able credence to the last paragraph of the 
Reuters story which states: 

“Trouble was reported to have begun 
when the British settlement received 
supplies of flour and rice while the natives 
were living on fish and coconuts.”

SURVEY. OF CANCER. 


Part_of Plan to Co-ordinate 
Research, Prevent Dupli- 
cation of Effort.

A census of cancer research fa- 
cilities in the 45 countries which 
sent delegates to the International 
Cancer Research Congress -here 
will be undertaken soon in the 
move to co-ordinate the world’s 
fight against the disease. 
This was announced by Dr. 
nacio Millan of Mexico City, chair- 
man of the executive committee 
of the newly created International 
Cancer Research Commission; fol- 
lowing the commission session 
which brought the congress to a 
close yesterday. 

Plans for preventing duplication 
of research and bringing Ger- 
many,-Japan, Spain and other na- 
tions into the international pro- 
gtam were discussed. Dr. Millan 
said he wil] call a meeting of the 
commission early next year to re- 
view the research program and 
to recommend whether the next 
congress, to be held in 1950 or 
1951, shall be held in Europe or 
South America, 

Dr. E. V. Cowdry of St. Louis, 
who served as president of the 
fourth congress which met at Ho- 
tel Jefferson, said work on_hor- 
mones and endocrine glands has 
demonstrated that science can re- 
tard the rate of cancer develop- 
ment, but science has yet to find 
means of killing malignant cells 
without destroying healthy tissue. 
The greatest achievement of the 
congress here, he said, was estab- 
lishment’ of the international re- 
search commission and realization 
that the fight against cancer is a 
world affair. 
Establishment of the commis- 
sion, which will form a part of the 
Union Internationale Contre le 
Cancer, was ratified by unanimous 
vote of the congress. Dr. Millan 
represents Latin America on the 
executive committee, and Dr.

RULES FOR FULL-TIME 6.1 
COLLEGE STUDENTS EASED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (AP)— 
The Veterans Administration said 
today war veterans who are full- 
time college students no longer 
need make periodic reports of their 
earnings, . 

If they are part-time students, 
however, they must report earn- 
ings at least once a semester. 

Students enrolled“ full or part 
time at institutions which forego 
terms and semesters and let stu- 
dents complete courses when they 
can must also continue to report 
earnings periodically. 

The agency revised its procedure 
for paying subsistence allowances 
after discovering that 99 per cent 
of the full-time students reported 
their income during a school year 
was the same as they had esti- 
mated it would be at the start of 
the year. 

Veterans entering full-time train- 
ing in universities will estimate 
their earnings from productive la- 
bor, for the full period of their en- 
rollment, when they register. Com- 
bined earnings and subsistence 
payments may not exceed $175 a 
month, or $200 a month for vet- 
erans with dependents.

brokep New York's “stranglehold” 


over boxing and the sport has 
been “restored once again to ali 
the fans.” 

The New York state commis- 
sion is not a member of the 
N. B. A. It recognizes champions 
separately from the organization 
headed by Greene. 

Greene said in his report to the 
delegates from 52 boxing commis- 
sions, including Cuba and Ha- 
waii, that when he first took of- 
fice in 1941 “New York's tight 
monopoly on name boxers was 
the principal cause of alarm 
among boxing commissioners 
around the country.” 

Since then, he continued, there 
have been title defenses in every 
classification, except heavyweight 
Joe Louis's division—all in N. B. A. 
territory. He said the heavy- 
weight situation was “unique in 
itself in that the titleholder is so 
vastly superior to the field as to 
remain virtually unchallenged.” 

Greene also outlined nine pro- 
posals which he said should be 
taken up at the convention as 
methods of improving boxing: 

Proper defense of champion- 
ships within the six months uni- 
versally prescribed.

RIGHT children need little 
B teaching. What they need, and 

require, is guidance and lead- 
ership, Usually the educational 
experimenters work with the 
brightest group. They are likely 
to be docile and willing followers, 
quick to understand and co-opera- 
tive in attiude. 

The great group, as found in 
the usual public school, will have 
a few top pupils, a few bottom 
ones and a delightfully differing 
group all in between. :

WE DO NOT do enough experi- 
menting with that group. If we 
did we would meet many a sur- 
prise, many an enlightening situ- 
ation. Give these children a chance 
io try themselves out in the arts 
and sciences, in the occupations, 
give them room to experiment, 
and they will outdo any group 
reared under special conditions. 

When teachers and supervisors 
ask for the teachers, materials 
and equipment that will make this 
education possible for the great 
group of our children, they are 
met with the head-shaking, cau- 
tious and selfish group of officials 
who say, “Too much money. 
There isn’t enough money in the 
town, city, state or nation for 
such work. And, anyway, what do 
vou wish to do with all this? We 
never had such things when we 
went to school.” They are saying 
in effect, “And look at us, how 
wonderful we are.”

READ with regret the other 

day of the death of Miss Mary 

Woolley at the age of 84. For 
many years her name has been 
a symbol to all those who fought 
for peace and better understand- 
ing among nations. She had a full 
and fruitful life, and she will be 
missed by all those who hope for 
a day to come when nations will 
learn to live together in peace. 

I had a most interesting talk 
the other day with a doctor from

HIS REAL INTEREST, how- 
ever, is in the training which he 
thinks human beings must have 
in order to make world peace a 
possibility not through force, but 
through the actual preparation of 
the individual so that he under- 
stands how to live with other 
people. Much of this, he feels, 
should be done before the age 
of 5—a which would lead 
to interesting developments in our 
homes and in our educational sys- 
tems, and perhaps to some changes 
in our economic conditions. Of 
course, one cannot help wonder- 
ing how a woman who has to cook 
meals for a family that includes 


‘three children under 5, and who 


has to do the washing and mar- 
keting as well, is going to give to 
each individually developing per- 
sonality the time and care needed. 
She will have to educate herself 
before she is able to handle this 
new type of education. 
Nevertheless, there is food for 
thought in this doctor’s ideas, 
since we must hang together, with- 
out annihilating each other, until 
these children under 5 have a 
chance to grow up. And while we 
reflect on how this is to be done 
within the United States, we must 
not forget that simultaneously it 


has to be done in all the other 


countries of the world.

AT THE MOMENT, some of us 
may be wondering how it will be 
done, for instance, in India. I can 
remember a somewhat rotund and 
impressive person walking up and 
down a room that I was once fa- 
miliar with and saying: “I will 
never countenance a blood bath.” 
Well, at least his government is 
not an imposing one, so that some 
day the people of India (if my 
doctor’s theory can be worked 
out) may be so conditioned that 
they will not want to kill each 
other. 

In any case, some of us are 
going to have to do considerable 
thinking about this problem. 
Whether or not this particular 
plan is feasible, the basic idea is 
correct. One way or another, we 
must evolèe a means whereby we 
can prevent this generation from 
beginning to destroy our present 
civilization. There will then have 
to be some further plan for train- 
ing a generation that will have 
learned so to control their emo- 
tions that they will really want to 
live for the well-being of the peo- 
ples of the world. I wonder how 
my readers may think this is go- 
ing to be done?

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O put it dluntly, the days are 

beginning to run short. Pretty 

soon there will be leaves to 
burn, football games to listen to 
and bad weather corhing up. This 
is about your last chance to get 
caught up on any exterior paint- 
ing, because by the time the fall 
rains start, every stick of wood, 
whether it be on the house, ga- 
rage or garden trellis should be 
well protected with coats of good 
paint. 5 
Any exposed metal work such 
as gutters and down spouts should 
also be painted unless they are 
non-corrosive. 


Inspect the masonry about the 
house and see if there are cracks 
to fill or bricks to point up. Use 
one part cefhent to three parts 
sand for these jobs, 
a little crack will make it grow 
and grow and grow. 4 


Those little open seams around 
window and door frames should 
be filled with caulking compound 
to keep out the cold and wet. This 
compound can be applied with a 
gun and painted over so it will 
match the surrounding surface. If 
the seams are very large, they can 
be filled with oakum and then 
covered with compound. 


Cracked, warped or loose roof 
shingles should be either replaced 
or tacked back in place where 
they will do some good.

I do not know how wid 
ig the practice of using the term 
“baccalaureate” in connection with 
high school graduations. But the 
term does have a jarring effect 
on one who has a feeling for the 
fine distinctions of words. 

Baccalaureate, to begin with, 
has an unusual history. The orig- 
inal word is the Late Latin bac- 
calaris, “a dependent or tenant 
farmer.” From baccalaris evolved 
the word bachelor which meant 
“a novice knight,’ Le., a knight 
who, because of his youth or lack 


ard of another. Hence, by exten- 
sion (1) an unmarried man; (2) 
one holding the lowest academic 
degree conferred by colleges and 


„universities. 


The word baccalaureate, then, 
clearly refers to one of the de- 
grees of bachelor. There‘ore, use 
of baccalaureate as referring to a 
high school graduation ceremony 
is misleading and quite inac- 
curate, 

A similar anomaly is the wear- 
ing of the academic cap and gown 
by students at high school or jun- 
ior high graduation exercises. The 
cap and gown, of course, is prop- 
po worn only by students, grad- 
uates and the faculty of a college 
or university. But I have seen 
the academic costume worn by 
even the 6-year-old “gradtates” iC, 
— a private school kindergarten 
class!
